LONDON, March 25 (By A. P.).

Canadians Release 5000 Drums of 
Gas Against Enemy Near Lens. 

CANADIAN HEADQUARTERS IN 
FRANCE, Thursday, March 21 (By 
Canadian Press).—While German 
and British troops were struggling, 
far to the south, in the opening clash 
of the spring campaign, the greatest 
projector gas bombardment of the 
war was carried out by the Canadi- 
ans tonight against enemy positions 
between Lens and Hill 70. 

At 11 o’clock a signal rocket was 
sent up. A moment later more than 
5000 drums of lethal gas, simultane- 
ously released from projectors, were 
hurled into enemy territory from the 
outskirts of Lens to Cite St. Auguste 
and Boise de Dix Huit. From these 
front lines and strong points favor- 


ing winds carried the poisonous 
clouds back upon the enemy’s dug- 
outs, supports, reserves and assembly 
areas. The whole front was lit by 


enemy flares, which could be seen 
through the heavy mist, while the 
enemiy’s gas alarm and cries of dis- 
tress could be heard from the hostile 
trenches. 

Nine minutes later the Canadian 
field artillery, supported by heavy 
guns and trench mortars, opened up 
with a slow bombardment, increas- 
ing in violence until, 40 minutes later, 
the enemy positions were swept with 
a short, intensive creeping barrage, 
which raked his forward and rear 
areas with high explosives. 

Caught by the gas without a mo- 
ment’s warning and caught again as 
they were emerging from their shel- 
ters by gunfire, the German casual-

O'Connor, international organizer of 
the Longshoremen’s Union, was 
made a similar offer to precipitate 
strikes.”’ 

Dahm said he had a son and 
daughter in the navy, the latter a 
yeoman, and that he believed organ- 
ized labor was as loyal as himself, 
but that German propaganda should 
be sought out everywhere. 

William F. Canavan, business 
agent of the Moving Picture Oper- 
ators’ Union, asked Dahm if he 
meant to infer that it was necessary 
to preach loyalty to St. Louis labor 
or that disloyalty on the part of the 
workers was responsible for strikes 
in this city, 

Dahm answered that he believed 
discrimination against workingmen 
was responsible for the trouble here. 

Conroy “An American First.” 

James Conroy, representing the 
Stationary Firemen’s Union, asked 
Dahm if it were not true that the 
strikes in St. Louis were taking up a 
great deal of the time of men at 
Washington who should be devoting 
every moment to winning the war.

bor’s attitude is clearly set forth and 
its interests protected. There hasn't

AT KAISER’S MILITARISM DIES 


“The Cobbler of Coepenick,”’ Posing 
as a Captain, in 1906, Levied Trib- 
ute on German Town. 
AMSTERDAM, March 7 (By A. P.) 
—William Voight, a shoemaker who 
caused the whole world to laugh at 
the expense of German militarism 
by his escapade at Coepenick in 1906, 
is dead, according to an announce- 

ment made in Berlin. 

In October, 1906, a man in the 
uniform of Captain of grenadiers, re- 
cruitel a detachment of 12 men in 
the streets of Berlin through a forged 
military order. At the head of the 
men the “Captain,” who was Voight, 
went to Coepenick, a small town near 
Berlin. There he arrested the burgo- 
master and the treasurer of the town 
and took po&agession of funds amount- 
ing to $1000. 

The trick was soon discovered and 
Voight in December was sentenced 
to .four years’ imprisonment. 
August, 1908, he was pardoned by 
Emperor William, and in 1910. he 
went to the United States, 
New York and Chicago. His deporta- 
tion was ordered from Washington 
and in April he was sent out of the 
United States. 

After he was sentenced to prison

The decorations have been con- 
ferred on Second Lieutenant A. W. 
Terrell, Medical Sergeant Thomas 
Peterson (dead), Privates Herman 
Genipy and Lenni Fillengem (both 
dead) and Sergts. Warner Hall and 
James H. West, and Corporals Ed- 
gar H. Freeman, Amos Teske and 
Homer Whited, all of the same in- 
fantry regiment. 

Sore of the men had already been 
decorated with the French War 
Cross. 

Medical Sergeant Peterson, as pre- 
viously reported, was attached to an 
artillery regiment, and in action on 
March 5, although mortally wound- 
ed, supervised the care of wounded 
brought to a station which he had 
established, and in order to save the 
lives of others gave up his own. He 
died of his wounds the same night. 

Private Fillengem, as sentry, stood 
by his post the same day, notwith- 
standing a heavy shell fire, and was 
mortally wounded as a result. 

The citation on Lieut. Terrell says: 

“He conducted the movement of 
battery under heavy fire near 
(Meurthe and Moselle) on 
March 6; credited by the command- 
er with keeping up the morale of his 
men and aiding their success. Al- 
though severely wounded, he refused 
aid until it was given to his men,
